proved of  by  the  Judge  oftbe  third  judicial  circuit  of  this 
State,  in^  the  sum  of  four  hundi-ed  thousand  dollars,  con- 
ditioned for  the  true  and  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
bis  office.

An  Act  to  define  and  establish  the  southern ,  boundary  line  of  the  State 

of  Tennessee* 

Whereas  the  State  of  Tennessee,  believing  the  south-  preamw* 
ern  boundary  line  of  the  State,  dividing  Tennessee  from 
Mississippi,  wasi  not  correctly  run  by  the   commissioners 
in   1819,  with   the  S5th  degree   of  north    latitude;  and 
whereas,  the  State  of  Tennessee,  by  an  act  passed  by  the 
Legislature  of  the  State,  Novi^rober  29th,  1833,  eutitled 
'^ An  act  to  define  and  establish  the  southern  boundary  line 
of  the  State  of  Tennessee  and  Mississippi,  and  for  other 
pui^oses,"  did  establish  what  is  known  as  ^^Thompson's 
line,"  as  the  southern  boundary  of  the  $tate,  which  act 
did  not  receive  the  ^sanction  of  the  State  of  Mississippi; 
and  whereas,  th^  authorities  of  Tennessee  and  Mississip- 
pi having  recently,  by  commissioners  on   the  part  of  the 
t^o  States,  run  and  marked  another  line,  which  is  agreed 
upon^  as  the  dividing  line  of  the  States  respectively,  pro- 
vided they  ratify  the  same;  which  line  is  described  in 
the  commissioners  report,  as  ^'commencing  at  a  point  on 
the  west  bank  of  the  Tennessee  river,  six,  four  pole, 
chains  south,  or  above  the  mouth  of  Yellow  Creek,  and 
about  thr^e  i^uarters  of  a  mile  north  of  the  line  known 
as  Thompson's  line,  and  twenty-six  chains'  and  ten  links 
north  of  Thompson's  line,  at  the  basis  meridian  of  the  Chick- 
asaw surveys^and terminating  at  a  point  on  the  east  bank 
of  the  Mississippi  river,  (opposite  Cow  Island,)  sit  teen 
chains  north  pf  Thompson's  line: — Therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  unetauhiiMiuid 
the  Stale  of  Teni^essee^  That  the  line  as  run  and  marked 
between  this  State  arid  Mississippi,  by  A*  B.  .Ludlow,^  D. 
W.  Connely,  W.  Petrie,'  John  !>•  Graham,  and  Austin 
Miller,  Commissioners  for  the  two  States,  l)e,  and  the 
same  is  hereby  dedared  to  be  the  true  southern  boundary 
of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  being  the  35th  degree  of  north 
latitude,  and  that  the  jurisdiction  of  th^  State  be  extended 
to  said  hne,  in  ^s  fuU  and  ample  a  manner  as  the  same 
was  Extended  to  the  line  run  by  Winchester.

Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  if  Tennessee^  That  whenever  a  defendant  against 
whom  a  judgment  has  been  rendered  by  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  shall  die  before  the  same  has  been  satisfied,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  tliv*  plaintiff  to  apply  to  the  justice  having  ren- 
dered the  iudgtne^,  or  to  the  justice  having  possession  of 
bis  papeis,  for  a  scire  facias^  against  the  administrator  or 
administrators,  executor  or  executors  of  such  deceased  de- 
fendant, whether  the  said  administrators  or  executors  or  any 
of  them  reside  in  the  county  where  the  defendant  died,  or 
in  any  other  county  in  the  State,  and  upon  the  return  of 
such  scire  facias  made  knoyvn  by  aqy  constable  or  sheriff, 
qn  all  the- ejtecu tors  or  administrators,  if  they  reside  i^  the 
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bufity  where  the  defeDdam  died,  or  on  any  one  of  them;  if 
\  any  othef  couoty  it  shall  be  the  dcity  of  the  justice,  tp 
mve  the  judgmebt  and  issue  execution  as  in  other  cas^.

RESOLUTIONS. 


NUMBER  I. 

The  Momorkl  of  the  General  AMembly  of  the  State  of  Tcnnewee, 

To  ike  StncUe  and  Howe  of  Representatives  of  the 

the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled:    > 

Your  memorialibts  represent,  that  in  the  year  1789,  the  State  of 
North  Carolina  ceded  to  the  United  States  certain  vacant  western  terri« 
tory,  (now  the  State  of  Tennessee,)  and  in  the  act  of  cession  made  re- 
servations as  follows:  1st.  To  secure  the  rights  of  occupancy  and  pre- 
pmption,  to  all  persons  settled  on  lands  within  the  ceded  limits.  2nd\y. 
the  right  to  lay  off  lands  to  the  officers  and  soldies  of  said  state,  within 
certain  bounds,  fit  for  cultivation,  and  if  not  enough  fit  for  cultivation, 
to  be  allowed  to  lay  ofif  lands  elsewhere,  within  the  ceded  limits. 
Jrdly.  The  right  to  remove  entries  made  in  an  entry  taker's  office,  com- 
sonly  called  the  John  Armstrong's  office,  where  the  same  interfered 
vith  prior  entries,  and  to  locate  them  elsewhere. 

The  most  prominent  feature  in  this  act  of  cession,  is  that  which  makes 
ibe  whole  ceded  territory  subject  to  the  claims  of  the  military  warrants, 
which  had  been  or  mip;ht  afterwards  be  issued  by  said  state,  to  her  offi- 
^rs  and  soldiers.  These  military  warrants  were  issued  by  Carolina, 
in^ithout  any  restriction  by  the  federal  government,  as  to  their  amount,  or 
ibe  mode  and  manner  of  their  location,  until  the  year  1 803. 

In  this  3'ear,  in  consequence  of  the  great  distance  of  the  seat  of  gov- 
Krnnient  of  Carolina,  from  the  lands  to  be  located,  and  with  a  view  also 
to  prevent  fraud,  Tennessee,  by  agreement  between  the  two  jtatcs,  was 
T^ade  the  agent  to  issue  grants  and  perfect  titles,  Carolina  reserving  to 
lierself  exclusively  the  right  to  issue  military  land  warrants.  This  con)- 
p9ct  between  the  two  states,  making  Tennessee  the  agent  to  issue  grants 
»nd  perfect  titles,  was  confirmed  by  act  of  Congress  in  1806.  Ainong 
^tbcr  stipulations  of  said  act  of  ISOC,  a  line  was  dCFign^ited,  now,ccm- 
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mcniy  called  the  Coiigressional  Reservation  Line,  north  and  cast  of  wbicb 
the  remaining  land  warrants  were  to  be  located,  college  and  academy 
land4  were  to  bo  laid  oii\  and  likewise  six  hundred  and  forty  acrea  of 
lands  for  common  school  purposes,  within  every  six  miles  square,  where 
existing  claims  would  permit.  It  was  also  stipulated  in  said  act  of  IS06, 
if  there  was  not  land  enough  fit  for  cultivation,  north  and  east  of  said 
reservation  line,  to  satisfy  the  Calorina  claimants,  that  their  claims  were 
to  be  satisfied  out  of  the  lands  50uih  and  west  of  said  line.  In  1806, 
Tennessee,  in  pursuance  of  her  vested  power,  made  the  necessary  pro- 
visions by  law,  to  issue  grants  for  and  perfect  titles  to  the  remaining  un- 
satisfied claims  of  Carolina,  and  likewise  to  carry  into  effect  the  regula-* 
tions  of  said  act  of  Congress,  to  lay  off  the  school  laifts  as  stipulated, 
north  and  east  of  said  line. 

In  1S07  land  offices  were  opened,  but  in  consequence  of  the  immense 
number  of  unsatisfied  land  warrants  still  in  existence,  and  the  vast 
amount  of  lands  north  and  east  of  said  line,  granted  by  Carolina,  before 
the  cession  act  of  1789,  and  before  Tennessee  opened  her  office,  birt 
few  school  tracts  of  land  were  laid  off,  amounting  to  only  22,705  acres, 
leaving  a  balance  of  school  lands  unprovided  for,  of  421,739  acres, 
which  would  have  been  the  amount  the  state  was  authorised,  under  the 
act  of  1806,  to  have  set  apart,  had  she  located  six  hundred  and  forty 
acres,  out  of  every  six  miles  square  north  and  east  of  said  Kne,  com- 
puted at  16,000,000  of  acre&. 

Since  1807,  when  the  offices  were  opened,  the  state  has  continued 
to  issue  grants,  and  perfect  titles  on  Carolina  claims,  in  exclusion  of  the 
benefit  conferred  by  the  act  of  1806,  on  Tennessee,  believing  that  ibe 
holders  of  Carolina,  warrants  had  a  claim  and  lien,  prior  to  all  others,  on 
the  lands  ceded,  as  Ipng  as  the  claimants  could  find  land  worth  appro^ 
priating,  or  upon  which  they  w^ere  willing  to  locate  their  clarms  north 
and  east  of  said  line. 

In  1818,  the  federal  government  ascertained  that  there  was  a  large 
balance  of.  military  land  warrants,  issued  by  Carolina,  still  unsatisfied, 
and  that  there  were  no  lands  fit  for  cultivation,  north  and  east  of  said 
line,  upon  which  to  locate  them.  Consequently  in  that  year,  rn  order 
to  redeem  their  pledge,  contained  in  the  act  of  1806,  and  to  do  justice 
to  the  claimants,  they  directed  that  all  the  claims  unprovided  for,  should 
be  satisfied  on  the  lands  south  and  west  of  said  reservation  line,  and  au- 
thorised the  slate  to^issue  grants,  and  perfect  titles,  as  she  had  done  uu^ 
der  the  act  of  1806,  north  and  east  of  said  line.' 

In  1619  Tennessee  again  opened  her  ofiice,  and  established  a  beard 
of  commissioners  for  adjudicating  the  remaining  unsatisfied  Carolina 
claims,  and  she  has  continued  to  issue  grants  and  perfect  titles  to  all  suci 
claims  as  were  adjudged  valid,  from  that  period  almost  without  intermis- 
sion, until  the  present  time.  In  1823,  1£25,  and  1827, 'Tennessee 
had  resolved  to  close  her  office  for  ever,  against  the  issuance  of  any  more 
claims,  conceiving  she  was  only  bound  to  satisfy  the  claims  of  Carolina, 
within  a  reasonable  period  of  lime,  and  not  after  the  claimants  had  been 
guilty  of  the  grossest  neglect,  by  failing  to  present  them  for  adjudica- 
tion. Accordingly,  a  law  was  passed,  declaring  t!}nt  all  claims  not  pre- 
sented within  a  [>articular  period  of  tifne  should  be  forever  barred. 
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•  Upon  often  repeated  nssurances  thai  lliere  were  valid  claims  issued  by 
Carolina  still  unsatisfied,  the  state  was  induced  reluctantly  to  change  the 
determination  before  expressed,  of  forever  closing  the  office,  and  has 
since,  from  year  to  year,  opened  her  office,  issued  grants,  and  perfected 
titles,  upon  all  warrants  adjuiiicated  valid. 

Your  riiemorialists,  believing  they  have  fully  satisfied  all  bcna  fide 
claims,  with  the  exception  of  about  60,000  acres,  adjudicated  under  the 
act  of  1836,  which  were  intended  to  be  satisfied  and  provided  for,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  cession  act  of  17S9,  have  adopted  the  annexed 
resolution,  forever  closing  the  office  for  adjudicating  the  claims  of  the 
warrant  holders,  at  the  same  time  surrendering  all  jurisdiction  and  agen- 
cy over  the  subject  matter,  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1839,  in 
which  they  ask  the  concurrence  of  .the  federal  government. 

Your  memorialists  have  no  correct  means  of  showing  the  precise 
amount  of  lands,  which,  under  vjirious  rules  l>ave  been  granted,  within 
the  present  limits  of  the  state  of  Tennessee,  and  if  they  had,  a  tabular 
expose  might  piove  equally  voluminons  Jind  unnecessary.  The  early  dis- 
position of  the  saitie,  if  not  cotemporary  with  the  grant  in  the  reign  of 
Charles  the  2nd,  may  be  traced  more  than  a  century  ago,  to  prodigal 
donations,  by  the  lords  proprietors  of  the  province  of  Carolina,  and 
subsecLuently  by  the  State  of  Carolma,  granting  pre-emption  ri2,hts  to  set- 
tiers;  but  more  .particularly,  by  the  act  of  said  state  in  1782,  intended 
for  the  relief  of  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  continental  line,  and 
their  act  of  1783,  entitled  an  act  for  opening  the  land  office  for  the  re- 
demption of  specie  and  other  certificates.  To  all  of  which  the  federal 
government  is  respectfully  referred,-  as  the  best  means  of  ascertaining 
what  quantity  of  the  domain  of  Carolina;  (now  Tennessee,)  was  granted 
prior  to  the  cession  act.  It  is  believed  it  will  be  found  to  accord  with 
that  spirit  of  ilberality  which  prompted  that  state,  large  enough  for  an 
empire,  to  make  a  voluntary  cession,  of  a  portion  of  their  territory,  to 
,the  federal  government  for  the  public  good.' 

The  Stale  of  Tennessee,  it  is  estimated,  comprises  about  24,000,000 
«f  acres.  Your  memorialists  believe  they  hazard  nothing  in  stating,  that 
lipwards  of  4,000,000  of  this  territory  was  granted  in  the  manner  alluded 
to,  prior  to  the  cession  act  of  1789.  Since  then,  the  Statfe  of  Caroli- 
na, under  the  reservations  of  said  act,  and  the  Stale  of  Tennessee, 
from  1806,  in  the  capacity  of  agent  for  issuing  grants  and  perfecting  titles; 
animated  with  the  sole  desire  of  satisfying  every  claimant  of  that  gallant 
hand  of  revolutionary  patriots,  have  granted  about  8,500,000  acres  more  to 
those  soldiers  of  the  line,  their  rightful  heirs  and  representatives  and  assig- 
nees; and  for  thirty  years,  almost  without  intermission,  opened  their  office, 
promulgated  her  laws,  and  notified  them  from  time  to  time  to  avail  them- 
selves of  its  benefits  and  provisions.  The  premises  considered,  your 
*  memorialists  are  justified  in  stating,  that  all  valid  bona  fide  claims  have 
been  satisfied,  (except  those  issued  under  the  act  of  1836,)  if  not,  the 
.*'ross  neglect  of  the  claimants  for  more  than  half  a  century,  with  full 
knowledge  of  their  rii^hts,  and  the  provisions'  of  the  law,  forms  no  aV" 
Sirment  for  further  legislative  interference  in  their  behalf,  or  against  the 
odf>piion  of  the  annexed  resolution. 

The  State  of  I'erfiicssce  readily  admits,  that  the  SjoOO.OOD  acres  of 
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land  wliich  have  1>eeii  granted  under  the  provisions  of  the  cesaion  art,  it 
much  more  ihmi  could  have  reasonably  been  anticipated,  and  more  \lwa 
tho  firit  claims  of  the  officer?  and  soldiers  would  warrant,  by  a  compari- 
sou  with  their  number,  oa  the  muster  roll.  This  is  easily  to  be  account- 
ed for.  In  the  first  place  when  it  is  remembered,  that  the  early  loca- 
tions were  niade  at  a  period  when  the  present  accurate  mode  of  survey* 
ing  the  public  land,  by  township,  range  and  section,  &c.  &c.  was  un- 
known;  the  claimant  being  allowed  to  select  the  best  land,  and  in  what 
shape  he  pleased,  calling  for  no  other  boundaries,  oftentimes,  than  some 
known  water  course^  or  mountains,  a  fruitful  source  for  contention,  liti- 
gation  and  fraud  in  after  years,  when  the  lands  became  valuable,  and  at  a 
time  when  the  whole  of  what  is  now  Tennessee,  was  a  vast  wilderness, 
surrounded  by  numerous  tribes  ot  warlike  savages,  and  from  whose  law 
less  .depredations  the  chain  carriers  and  surveyois  had  to  be  shielded  by 
^n  armed  body  of  men  as  guards. 

2ndly.  When  it  is  considered  that  this  legislative  boon,  under  the  ces- 
sion act,  was  intended  to  support  those  war  worn  soldiers,  who  had  spent 
the  prime  of  life  in  their  country's  service,  and  to  perpetuate  the  princi- 
j)les  of  the  revolution,  priocipbs  which  made  Lexington,  Bunker  Hill,. 
Monmouth,  Yorktown  and  Camden  landmarks  of  revolutiouary  renown 
and  glory,  it  is  believed  that  the  legislature  of  the  Union  will  perceive 
abundant  inducements  for  unbending  the  rigid  rules  of  law,  and  thereby 
admit  the  claims  of  thousands,  not  intended  to  be  protected,  whilst  they 
were  honestly  endeavoring  to  provide  for  those,  the  mention  of  whose 
names  never  fail  to  arouse  our  sympathies,  and  the  deepest  emotions  of 
a  nation's  gratitude.   . 

From  what  has  been  shown,  it  will  appear  to  the  federal  government, 
that  all  the  valuable  lands  in  Tennessee,  with  the  exception  of  200,006 
acres,  allotted  to  colleges  and  academies,  under  the  act  of  1806,  and 
the  22,705  acres  north  and  east  of  the  reservation  line,  set  apart  for 
common  schools,  has  been  exhausted  by  Carolina  claims.  The  govero- 
ment  will  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact,  that  Carolina  did  not  adopt  the  pol- 
icy of  laying  off  the  lands,  to  which  her  officers  and  soldiei*s  and  other 
claimants  were  entitled,  in  a  body,  in  townships,  or  in  tracts  adjoining 
to  each  other,  as  the  United  States  have  done,  in  laying  off  bounty 
lands  to  her  soldiers;  but  the  claimants  virere  permitted  to  explore  the 
whole  country,  and  select  such  lands  as  their  interests  dictated.  Ten- 
ciesseo  was  compelled  to  pursue  tlie  same  policy,  after  she  was  authorised 
to  issue  grants  and  perfect  titles. 

The  result  has  been,  to  exhaust  all  the  gooJ  lands  in  every  part  of  the 
country,  leaving  the  poor  and  less  valuable  land'  in  detached  parcels  not 
>worth  appropriating,  on  an  average  price,  at  twelve  and  half  cents  per  a- 
<'fe,  unappropriated,  estimated  south  and  west  of  the  reservation  line,  not 
ito  exceed  3,500,000  acres. 

This  3,500,000  acres  of  vacant,  refuse  lands,  in  detached  parcels  or 
'swarnps,  the  State  of  Tennessee  for  several  years  past,  has  applied  to 
the  Federal  Government  tf>  relinquish  to  her,  and  now  renews  the  appfi- 
«cution  in  a  manner,  reconcilable  witJi  the^  clearest  principles  of  justice, 
and  the  soundest  maxims  of  policy. 

It  has  been  shown  ihat  the  State  of  Tennessee,  under  tbe  provisions  of 
ihc  act  of  Cong;rcs5  of  1606,  authori^sfng  the    State  to    select  040  acres, 
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in  erary  six  miles  square  for  coiiimon  schools  pur|K>se5,  has  only  bean  en^ 
^bled  to  sec  apart  for  that  purpose  22,705  acres,  cKciusive  of  i\ui  \vh>ch 
vas  granted  to  colleges  and  .academies,  north  and  cust  of  the  Congres- 
sional Reservation  Line.  The  land  which  reint^ined  iinlocated,  north  and 
past  of  said  line  in  1818,  when  it  was  seen  that  there  \\!\s  i.rne  left  6c 
for  cultivation,  and  the  warrant-holder  was  permitted  to  go  south  and  west 
^f  said  Ime,  to  satisfy  his  claim,  is  estimated  .it  8,000,000  of  acies. 
The  most  of  this  is  mountainous,  unfit  for  cultivation,  uninhabited,  and 
must  be  so  for  centuries,  and  is  now  under  the  law  of  Congress,  of  28th 
February  J  823,  granted  to  the  citizens  of  the  State,  for  no  other  consi* 
deration,  than  that  of  paying  the  fees  of  ofSce.  In  the  act  of  congress 
of  1818,  authorising  the  State,  to  satisfy  the  Carolina  claimants  out  of 
the  lands  south  and  west  of  said  res6i:vation  line,  no  provision  was  inserted 
similar  to  that  in  the  act  of  180t),  authorising  the  State  to  appropriate 
MO  acres  in  every  six  miles  square,  for  school  pitrposes,  and  in  the  ab- 
sence of  such  authority,  the  State  set  apart  no  school  lands.  In  all  of 
the  new  States  of  this  confederacy,  which  have  been  admitted  into  the 
Union  since  Tennessee,  the  Government  has  pursu(?d  the  wise  policy,  of 
appropriating  the  one  thirty  sixth  part  of  her  public  lands,  in  each  Stwte 
to  common  schools,  for  which  they  are  justly  entitled  to  the  lasting  grat- 
titude  and  admiration  of  mankind.  This  was  doubtless,  the  benevolent 
intention  of  Congress,  with  regard  to  Tennessee,  in  their  act  of  1806. 
For  reasons  that  have  been  stated,  it  has  been  shown,  that  under  this  law 
she  has  r.nly  appropriated  22,705  acres  for  common  schools.  Compu- 
ting the  state  at  24,000,000  of  acres,  one  thhty  sixth  partis  666,665 
acres,  leaving  n  balance  in  favor  of  the  state  of  Tennessee  of  643,* 
^61  acres  of  land,  for  common  shool  purposes,  and  to  which  she  is  justly 
«:itided,  to  place  her  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  other  new  states. 

Your  memorialists  conceive,  that  the  usual  argument,  used  against  the 
Telinguishment  of  these  vacant  aiid   refuse  lands  to    Tennessee,  by  the 
gQvernment,on  the  ground  that  it  would  give  the  Stale,  more  than  an  equal 
proportion,  of  the  public  domain,  for  common  schools;  and  thereby  iur* 
dsh  a  precedent,  for  a  similar   relinquishment  to  all   the    States,  of  the- 
^public  lands  in  each  of  said  states,  is  entitilled  to  very  little  weight,  when* 
the  peculiar  condition  of  the  State,  and  what  has  alreay  been  stat^,  shall 
ie  correctly  understood  and  appreciated,  by  the  Federal    Government. 
To  obviate  this,  your  memorialists  propose,  out  of  the  public  land  which 
they  ask  to  be  relinguished  to  the  State;     1st.  To  satisfy  the  remaining 
land  warrants;     2d,  To  refund  lo  the  Federal  Government,  all  sums  the 
Slate  may  receive   ovei*  and  above  643,961,   the  number  of    acres  of 
school  lands,  deficit,  to  the  State,  after  paying  all  expenses,  necessarily 
incurred.     Knowing  the  true  situation  of  the  land,   its  value,    &c.,  we 
should  justly  incur  the  displeasure  of  our  constituents,   and  the  charge  of 
wanting  frankness,  if  we  did  not  state  to  congress  our  conviction   that  it 
was  not  worth,  and  would  not  sell  for  this  sum  of  money.     If  relinquisb- 
^i  to  the  State  on  the  principles  contained  in  the  memoria:  of  the  Gen« 
«al  Assembly  of  Tennessee,  in  1823—5;  it  would  assist  in  supplying  a' 
scfaool  fund  to  the  State,  to  which  she  is  justly  intitled,  and  at  the  same 
time  placed  it  in  the  power  of  the  legislature  to  relieve  the  wants,  of  the  ne- 
cessitous ocupants,  settled  on  the  public  lands,  whose  situation  addresses-^ 
^clf,  in  a  peculiar  manner,  to  the  protecting  care  of  the  Legislature.

There  nre  many,  who  have  beon  settled  foryeai's  itpon  scraps  of  these 
refuse  lands,  which  spots,  now  derive  their  greatest  value,  from  ihe  im- 
provements, made  thereon,  a  The  lands  and  improvements  will,  in  but 
few  instances,  justify  the  occupants,  in  incurring  the  expense  of  purcha- 
sing warr.'.its,  with  which  to  secure  the'r  homes,  if  they  were  to  be  ob- 
tained. It  is  desirable  to  the  Stale  of  Tennessee,  not  only  to  place 
this  poor,  but  meritorious  class  of  citizens,  at  rest,  as  regards  their 
homes,  but  also,  to  have  a  final  and  early  disposition  made,  of  all  the 
public  lands,  >withiQ  l^^r  limits,  and  feeling  that,  even  with  the  most  scru- 
pulous, no  reason  can  exist  for  longer  delay,  on  the  part  of  your  honoura- 
ble bodies,  will  only  add,  that  if  it  does  not  suit  yo.ir  views  to  make  are- 
linquishmsnt,  as  herein  requested,  then,  that  we  be  authorised  to  dis- 
pose of  the  same,  at  an  early  day,,  in  such  manner,  as  may  be  point^ 
out. 

We  would  also,  state,  that  at  the  present  session,  we  have  passed  aa 
act,  closing  the  lanrl  offices,  in  the  State  of  Tennessee,  for  the  further 
location  of  Land  Warrants,  from,  and  after  the  2d  day  of  January  1839, 
and  it  is  our  intention  to  continue  it  closed  forever  thereafter. 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  the  representatives  of  the  people  of 
Tennessee,  would  fail  in  the  dischai'ge  of  their  duties,  to  a  portion  of 
their  citizens,  were  they  to  neglect,  on  this  occasion  to  memorialize  con^ 
gress,  in  their  behalf. 

In  the  Trea*y- between  the  United  States  and  the  Chickasaw  nation  of 
Indians  in  1818,  the  Chickasaws  agreed  to  cede  to  the  United  States,  all 
their  lands,  norihof  the  35th  degree  of  north  latitude,  the  southern  bouD- 
dary  of  the  State  of  Tennessee.  This  line  was,  by  the  6th  article  of  the 
Treaty,  to  be  run  and  plainly  marked  by  Commissioners,  appointt-d  on 
the  part  of  the  United  States,  attended  by  a  committee,  on  the  part  of 
the  Indians.  In  1  Si  9^  a  line  was  run  and  marked  by  the  commissioners 
of  the  United  States,  commonly  known  as  Winchesters'  line.  In  1831^ 
it  was  ascertained  that  the  line,  as  run  by  Winchester,  wa^ . incorrectly 
done,  and  not  on  the  35 ih  degree  of  north  latitude,  as  called  for  in  said 
treaty.  At  the  instance  of  the  Slate  of  Tennessee  and  Mississippi-,  an- 
other line  was  run  upwards  of  three  miles  south  of  the  line  run  by  iVin- 
chester,  and  recognised,  as  the  true  line,  commonly  called  Thomspsons' 
line.  The  citizens  of  Tennessee,  believing  the  land  in  this  strip  of  coun- 
try, between  the  two  lines,  and  north  of  Thompson's  line,  was  embraced 
in  the  provisions  of  the  treaty  of  18 18,  and  would  be  subject  to  entry,  by  war- 
rants as  other  vacant  lands,  and  priority  of  entry,  as  provided  for,  by  the 
laws  of  Tennessee,  settled  upon  the  same,  erected  houses,  cleared  valua- 
ble plantations,  planted  orchards,  &c.  This  lapd,  by  the  late  treaty,  be- 
tween the  United  States,  and  the  Chickasaw  Indians,  was  sold'  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Indians,  without  the  slightest  consideration  on  the  part  of 
the  government,  to  the  condition  of  the  citizens  residing  on  the  same, 
and  as  your  memorialists  believe,  without  a  due  regard  to.  the  treaty  of 
1818. 

The  effect  of  their  improvenients,  extensive  and  valuable  as  they  were 
in  mJ'ny  instances,  has  been  greatly  to  anbance  the  value  oftbose  lands,  when 
sold,  to  enrich  the  Indian  nation,  whilst  those  who  erected  the  houses, 
planted  the  orchards,  cleared  the  land,  a»d  improved  its  vakie,  have  been 
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riven  off,  without  receiving  one  farthing's  consideration;  or  if  tbeyre- 
ain,  are  tenants  at  will,  to  some  more  wealthy  proprietor,  who  is  not 
)und  to  compensate  ihem,  in  any  manner,  for  their  labor.  The  premi- 
s  considered,  yourmi'moriallsls,  trusting  to  the  disposition  of  tli?  Feder- 
Govermnojit  at  all  times  to  do  justice  to  the  citizens  of  the  United 
tales,  with  confidence,  appeal  to  them  for  relief,  in  such  manner  as  lo 
3m  may  seem  meet  and  just,  and  respectfully  ask  their  concurrence,  in 
B  annexed  resolution. 

Resolved  by  th-"  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  That 
bona  fide^  land  warrants  except  those  adjudicated,  under  the  act  of 
36,  have  been  satisfied.  That,  it  is  inexpedient,  after  satisfying  those 
lied  under  said"  act,  which  are  authorised  to  be  located  by  a  law,  passed 
llie  present  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  again  to  open  the  office 
the  adjudication  of  land  warrants,  but  that  the  same  be,  and  is  hereby 
ever  closed,  ^t  the  time  stipulated  in  said  act. 

Stsolvedy  that  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  be  required 
forward  a  copy  of  the  above  memorial  and  resolution,  to  each  of  oir 
lators  and  Representatives  in  Congress,  with  a  request  that  they  will 
their  htest  exertions  to  procure  the  passage  of  a  law,  authorising  the 
tte  of  Tennessee  to  dispose  of  the  vacant  lands  lying  south  and  west 
be^Congressional  Reservation  Line,  after  the  1st  day  of  January,  1839 
be  manner  contemplated  in  the  memorial.

A  Preamble  and  Resolations  instructing  the  Senntora  and  requestiog  the  Representntiret 
in  Congress  from  the  State  ol'Teiinesdee,  to  vote  ngainstany  l.iw  which  may  propose  to 
pnforce  the  Sub-Treai«ury  system  of  finance,  recommended  by  the  President  of  th» 
United  Stales,  in  hid  message  to  Congress,  of  the  day  of  September,  1837. 

The  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  representing  the  interest  and 
opinions  of  the  sovieign  people  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  would  fail 
in  the  discharge  of  solemn  duties,  aifid  ill  requite  the  confidence  of  (heir 
constituents,  it  they  should  remain  silent  and  pas^^ive  observers  of  the  po- 
litical distractions  and  great  monetary  embarrassments  of  the  country,  oc- 
^casioned  principally,  as  they  believe,  by  the  impolitic  and  unwise  admiD- 
istration  of  the  general  government  in  relation  to  its  finances. 

In  common  withalaige  portion  of  their  constituents,  relying  on  the 
sound  judgment  of  the  executive  chief  of  the  government,  they  have 
been  content  patiently  and  quietly  to  await- the  result  of  an  experimeot 
intended, (wisely  and  certainly  as  they  were  told,)  to  protect  and  equalise 
the  currency,  and  to  secure  the  liberties  of  the  people  against  the  danger- 
ous  and  unconstitutional  dominion  of  a  national  bank. 

In  the  face  of  these  flattering  assurances  frequently  Jind  again  repeated 
from  the  highest  sources,  the  government  and  its  citizens  have  been  des- 
tined to  endure  deep  reverses  ai.d  severe  disappointm^euts.  The  events 
of  the  last  few  months,  overwhelming  the  currency,  commerce  and  credit 
t  of  the  nation,  have  carried  with  them  all  the  flattering  hopes  of  those  wbo 
so  confidently  proclaimed  that  in  the  fiscal  agency  of  State  Banks,  "we 
should  gain,  in  place  of  the  Bank  of  the  United  States,  a  practical  reform 
in  the  whole  paper  currency  of  the  country." 

Instead  ef  the  promised  "reform,"  (if  indeed  any  reform  were  neces- 
sary,) the  whole  tendency  of  this  new  system,  thus  far,  has  been  to  demor 
aKze  by  excessive  bank  issues,  the  legitimate  spirit  of  trade  and  industry,. 
and  in  these  excesses  ultimately  and  speedily  to  prostrate  the  whole  paper 
currency  of  the  country,  and  thus  to  carry  ruin  and  desolation  where  un- 
exampled prosperity  had  blessed  alike  the  labour  and  enterprise  of  every 
class  of  the  community. 

The  utter  failure  of  the  experiment  is  a  fact  so  seemingly  undeniable, 
as  to  extort  the  painful  admission  from  the  lips  of  its  most  exalted  ad- 
vocates and  admirers,  so  that  those  who  were  the  first  to  applaud,  are 
now  the  last  to  defend  its  political  efficacies,  and  loudest  in  demanding  a 
^'divorce"  from  a  national  alliance,  confessedly  improvident  and  un- 
wise. 

It  is  not  the  intention  of  this  declaration  particularly  to  praise  or  con- 
demn  the  system.  It  may  have  been  wholly  inifficient  to  the  great  pur- 
poses of  its  creation,  or  it  may  be,  that  under  different  and  more  pruden- 
tial management,  some  benefits  might  have  been  secured  to  the  countryr 
and  many  of  the  present  calamities  averted.  But  it  is  sufficient  for  this 
General  Assembly  to  know  that  the  whole  scheme  is  denounced  by  the 
executive  chief  of  the  nation,  and  that  the  party  attaclied  to  his  fortunes, 
possessing  the  present  power  have  exhibited  a  strong  deterndination  ta 
enforce  bis  views.     They  know  too,  ibat  it  is   proposed  to  dii(|i|MiM  m- 
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tireJy  mtb  the  fiscal  agency  ot  bauks  and  with  bank  currency,  and  in  lien 
t)f  the  latter,  to  receive  at  the  Federal  Excliequer,  nothing  but  gold  and 
silver,  and  to  commit  the  custody  of  the  public  money  to  the  keeping  of 
an  army  of  Sub- Treasurers^  scattered  every  where  all  over  the  repub'ic 
•and  its  territories.  Against  the  danger  and  novehy  of  this  new  ''experi- 
ment," tlie  General  Assembly  enters  c  solemn  protest. 

They  protest,  because  it  will  increase  to  an  alarming  extent  the  pat- 
ronage and  influence  of  the  general  government,  adding  strength  and 
nerve  to  an  arm  already  too  long  and  too  strong  for  the  strugi^ling  sovereignty 
■and  expiring  dignity  of  the  States  .In  France,  with  a  piipulalion  scarcely 
the  double  of  ours,  and  where  the  sub-treasury  prevails  in  its  purity,  we  are 
told  that  its  service  embraces  an  hundred  thousand  officers!  Are  the  people 
-of  America  prepared  to  adopt  a  system  of  domestic  policy,  which  in  tts 
tendency  must  nurture  and  hring  forth  at  no  distant  day,  an  army  of  "of- 
ficial /0c«sf5,V  to  threaten  their  liberties  and  devour  iheiV  substance. 
They  protest,  because  the  system  will  endanger  the  security  of  the  pub- 
lic funds,  in  proportion  as  the  sub-treasurers  shall  multiply,  and  these  ivill 
increase  as  trade  and  population  expand,  or  as  rapidly,  perhaps,  as  a  cor- 
rupt government  may  find  it  necessary  to  purchase  or  reward  needy  but 
useful  favorites. 

If  an  hundred  hanks,  with  all  their  capital,  credit   and  public   conse- 
quence, and  all  their  machinery  of  honorable   presidents  and  directors, 
cashiers,  tellers,  clerks  and  book  keepers,  have  all  of  them  proved  treach- 
erous or  unsafe  depositories,  can  it  be   that  a  brigade  of  sub-treasurers, 
mostly  located  in  remote  places,  disconnected  with  the  public,    and  se- 
cured frorti  daily  scrutiny,  will  be  made  more  faithful  and  true?     Candor 
and  experience  of  the  past  both  answer  no.     They    protest,  because  in 
thfe  adoption  of  the  sub-trer.sury  "experiment,"  as  recommended   by  the 
executive,  and  already  sanctioned  by  one  branch  of  Congress,  the  inevi- 
table consequence  is,  that  government  will  collect  and    disburse  annually' 
quite  one  half  of  our  gold  and  silver  circulation.  Under  an  such  extraordina-' 
ry  state  of  things,    considering  the  present  monetary  condition  of  the 
country,  specie  will  cease  any  longer  to  be  the  medium,  but   become  an 
article  of  commerce;  and  thus  while  the  officers  and  hirelings  of  govern- 
menl  are  exclusively  favored  with  all  the  emoluments  and  advantages  of  a 
*• 'constitutional  currency,"  the  country  at  large  is  shamefully   abandoned 
to  its  fate;  its  trade,  its  industry,  its  commerce  and  enlerpise  paralizedby 
the  use  of  a  worthless,  degraded  and  degrading  circulation. 

In  times  of  great  and  general  pecuniary  distress,  provoked  by  unwise' 
^nd  impolitic  public  measures,  shall  not  government  share  with  the  peo- 
ple the  afflictions  it  has  produced?  Or  in  regard  to  the  citfrency  shall 
it  be  so  ordered  and  ara.iged  that  the  President  with  his  salary  of  $25,- 
000,  shall  be  more  favored  than  the  hunble  laborer,  who  toil«  through  life 
with  a  profit  of  little  more  or  less  than  one  cent  by  the  hour?  Let  the  true 
^^democracy"  of  the  country  answer.  In  other  days  of  the  republic, 
more  propitious  to  the  disrussion  and  adoption  of  sound  principles,  it 
i^as  urged  and  conceded  to  be  the  lawful  and  bounden  duty  of  gove<'n-' 
ment  "in  the  adjustment  and  modification  of  iLe  finances,"  so  to  provide* 
as  to  secure  and  maintain  ''a  uniform  ilational  currency."  A  currency 
whieh  "in  the  absence  of  the  precious  metals,  would,   as   a  substitute. 
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«qually  engage  the  coofideoce  and  accommadate  the  wants  of  the  citisent 
throughout  the  union  " 

Forty  years  experience  adding  daily  proof  unto  prowls  of  the  the  wis- 
dom and  necessity  of  such  a  policy,  sind  of  its  virifying  influence  over 
the  rising  destiny  and  ihc  prospei  ity  of  the  wliole  union  could  not  quiet  the 
spirit  pf  innovation  or  sanctify  the  admonitions  of  our  sage  patriots  and 
statesmen.  New  schemes  are  to  he  tried,  and  the  history  of  one  ^^ex- 
periment," ^hort  hut  replete  with  tales  of  disire^^s  and  desolatiory  is 
scarcely  told  hefore  another  hegins.  So  long  as  these  ^'experiments" 
involves  alike  the  pecuniary  interest  ofgovertmient  and  its  citizens,  and  so 
long  as  the  oflicers  and  servants  of  the  people  participate  in  the  sufferings 
>Yhich  they  originate,  there  is  some  virtue  in  patience.  But  when  a  Kae 
is  irawing,  well  calculated  to  create  distinctions,  silence  beto:ros  treason 
against  the  fundamental  principles  Cif  a  free  repub.iran  government. 

Rtsshed^  therefore^  by  the  General  •Sssembly  of  the  Stat  of  Tennesscey 
That  our  Senators  he  instructed,  and  our  Itepresentatives  in  Congress 
requested,  to  vote  against  any  law  which  may  propose  to  enforce  the  sub- 
treasury  system  of  finance,  recommended  by  the  President  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  in  his  message  to  Congress,  of  the  day  of  i:r  eptember^ 
1837.

that  in  forming  such  new  county,  no  line  of  such  new  connty  shall  ap- 
proach nearer  than  thirteen  miles  of  the  court  house  in  the  town  of  Car- 
thage, that  the  south  boundary  line  between  said  new  county  and  Smith 
county,  shall  run  due  east  and  west;  Provided^  also^  that  no  line  of  such 
new  county  shall  approach  nearer  than  twenty  miles  of  the  court  house  in 
the  town  of  Gallatin,  and  that  the  lines  of  said  new  county  shall  run  ia 
that  portion  taken  off  of  Sumner  cuonty,  an  east  and  west  and  north  and 
south  direction;  and  provided  further^  that  in  forming  said  new   county^ 
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no  line  shall  approach  nenrer  than  fifteen  miles  of  the  court  house  in  the 
town  of  Gainesborougil,  anxl  that  the  lines  of  said  new  county  shall  run, 
"in  that  portion.  taken'ofF  of  Jackson  county^  an  east  and  west  and 
north  2tnd  ^ouih  dh^ciion)  and  pr&vidtd  further^  that  said  new  county 
shall  in  all  other  respects  comply  with  the  c^^nstitution  upon  the  subject  of 
new  counties.
